Loxpox, March 1.—Despatches which have
just been recelved from Point de Gulle, Ceylon,
announce that the disaster to the United Btates
steam corvette Oneida was not as serious ns st
first reported, fifty-gix lives having been eaved.

talned at Present.

wasmxaToN, March 1.—The Navy Depart-
ment has pot yet recelved any ndditional par-
ticulars of the Onelda disaster to those published
this morning. It Is lmpossible to get n per-
fectly eorrect list of the oflicers and crew of
this vegeel, owing to the fuct that, as she was
about to leave for the United Stutes, it is pro-
bable that several transfere and detachmoents
both among the officers and men of the squadron
to which she belonged had taken place, par-
ticwlarly In the case of the men who had yet
some time of thelr enlistment to eerve, while
others attached to other United Biates vessels,
whose terms bhad expired or were about to

- %xpire, may have been transferred to that ship

for the home puassage. The Navy Department
bas yet nothing by which to allay the distressed
inquirers who are in painful suspense awaiting
further particulars of the deplorable disaster.

f the Stenmeor—The Home
Fhe Latset N"f’;u:.n':l Molsted.

A letter was recelved here recently by Col-
jector Tullock, of this district, from his son,
Paymaster Tullock, of the Onelda, dated Jannary
28, in which he mentloned that the home pen-
pant had been holsted, and farewell was being
taken of their friends of the squadron who were
to be left on the station. The Oneida was a
gteunch eea boat and had weathered some very
severe gales.

The Fiest Tidings of the Dsnster.

The despatch recelved by Secretary Fish yes-
terday from Minlster Motley stated that the fol-
lowing telegram had just been received from
the managing director of the Peninsnlar and
Oriental Bteam Navigation Company: —“*About
fifteen miles from Yokohams, bound in, the
Bombay came into collision with the American
corvette Onelda. The latter ship sunk soon
after, with the loss of about 120 men., The
Bombay was not much injured."” From Galle
294q February, The Bombay was due at Yoko-
hawra, from Hong Kong, on the 24th of January.

A despach recelved Iast night by way of Lon-
don, from Point de Gulle, Feb, 22, stated that
the Bombay was but glightly Injured, and that
the Onelda had sunk with all bands, numbering
120 men. As the cable telegram received this
morning announces the saving of 56 lives, the

Toinl Number of the Lost
8 reduced Lo about 64 men, and 1t is possible
that even this number may bé an exaggeration.

The Oneldn

was a third-class screw steamer, earrying eight
guns. According to the old system of measure-
ment her tonnage was 1132 tons, but according
to the new 005 tong. Shke was attached to the
Aslatic squadron,

In 1855 he was promoted to the rank of
Muster, and on Beptember 16, 1855, wus eammis-
sioned Lieotenant. In 1858.57 be wos attached
to the sloop Jamestown, on the coast of Africa;
in 1858 (o the recelving ship at Boston; |n

1856.00 to the brig Dolphin, of the Brazilia
Squadron aud Paraguayan expodition; and |n
1861 to the eteam sloop Miselwsippi. On July
16, 1863, he was commlissioned as Lisntenant-
Commander and atlached to the steam
gonboat FPoaul Jones, of the South At
lante Blockading Sguadron, participating

Lientenant-Commander William F. Stewart
was born In Penpeylvania, June 30, 1840, and
wae appolinted to the navy from that Btate, Sep-
tember 23, 1857, During the late war he waa
attached to the sloop St Louls, which was de-
talled on special service. From that vessel he
wae transferred to the steamer Irogunois, He wos
promoted to Licuotensnt-Commander July 25,
1806,

Lieutéonant-Commander Alonzo W. Muldaur
was born in New York, and was appointed to
the navy as Acting Master, Aprll 25, 1867, [lis
promotion to his present rank was quite recent,
though he had been nttached to the Oneida
gince 1847,

Burgceon Jumes Buddards, the son of the Rev,
Willlam Suddards, D. D., Rector of Grace
Church, in this city, was born in England,
but was appointed to the navy from Penn-
gylvania  May 17, 1840, entering the
service ns an Assistant Surgeon. He was
attached to the tloop John Adams, on the coasy
of Africa, in 1840-50; to the storeship Lexing-
ton, of the Pacific Equadron, In 1852.58; to the
Coast Survey in 1854-55; (o the receiving ship
at Boston In 1857; to the Ceast Burvey, again,
in 1868-50; was commissioned as Surgeon April
24, 1861; was attached to the steam-gloop Canan-
daigons, of the Bouth Atlantle Blockading
Squadron, in 1862-04; to the receiving ship Ver-
mont, at Brooklyn, in 1866; on special duty in
this eity in 1867; and in 1808 was ordered to the
Oneida.

Assictant Burgeon Edward Frothingham was
born In New York, and received his commission
in Januuary, 1865,

Pagsed Assistant Paymaster Thomas L. Tul-
lock, Jr., the son of Hon. Thomas L. Tullock,
a well-known New Hampshire politiclan, who Is
now Cellector of Customs at Washington, was
born in New York, but was appointed from New
Hampehire. He entered the service May 11,
1863, and his present commission dated from
July 28, 1866,

Master Walter Sargent was a native of Maine,
nm‘i‘wan appointed Acting Muster, August 15,
1806,

Master John R. Phelan was born In Pennsyl-
vunia, and graduated from the Annapolis Naval
Academy, June 12, 1866, He roceived a com-
misslon as Midshipmwan, and was attached to the
Iroquols on the Asiatic station, and was subse-
quently transferred to the Oneida,

Master Isanc I. Yates originally entered the
service September 21, 1861, and gradnated at
Annapolis June 12, 1866, He was first commis-
sioned ns Midshipman, and afterwards as Mas-
ter. He was a native of New York.

Master Charles T, Arnold, & native of Massa-
chusetts, but appointed from New York, entered
the eervice October 14, 1802 and gradoanted at
Annapolis June 12, 1866. Bince hls gracuation,
Musgter Arnold was on the Aslatic squadron,

Eneign James W, Cowlie was u Scolehman by
birth. His appointment was from lowa, in
1863, He graduated at Aunnapolis, June 6, 1867,
and made a crulse as Midshipman in the Ou-
ward.

Napoleon B, Littig, the engineer in charge,
was & nutive of Maryland, and entered the ser-
vice in 1857,

Evglneer Haviland Barstow was born {n Maus-
sachusetts, entered the service in 1861,

Engineer Charles W, C. Senter was also born
in Massachusgetts, entered the gervice in 1808,

Carpenter Joslah D, Pinner was a Virginian
by birth, and entered the service in 1860,

The captain’s clerk, W. W. Crowningshield,
was appointed to the navy from Massachusetts,
as acting- Volunteer Lieutenant, in 1865,

The Onelda nnd Her Careeor.

The Oneida was built at the Brooklyn Navy
Yard in 1861, her engines being constructed by
Murply & Co., of New York. On the 20th of
November of the same year ghe was launched,
and enrly In March, 1862, she was put in com-
misslon. She was rated third-class in the navy,
and although bullt for ten guns carrled but
elght. In all respects she was thoroughly con-
structed and equipped. Her propeller had fonr
flanges Instead of two, and her engines were of
100 horse power, In length she was 225 feet, in
breadth 39 feet, and in depth 13 feet. Her rig
was that of a three-musted schooner. Her
armament consisted of two 11-in¢h guns, four
thirty-two pounders, nod two heavy Dabhlgren
rifled guns,

Ou the Sth of March, 1662, the Onelda salled
from the Brooklyn Navy Yard under the com-
mand of Captain 8. P, Lee. Sbhe accompanied
Admiral Farragut's fleet in the famous expedi-
tion agaiost New Orleans, aud on the 24th of
April passed Forts Juekson and St, Philip, with
the other steamers, under a heavy flre. No
sooner bad the fleet run past the forts than the
Confederate  gunboats attacked them, and,
discovering one¢ crossing her bows, the
Onelda ran into her with & full head of steam,
and, cutting her down, left her. Imme-
diately after she alded in the destruction of
the Governor Moore. On the day following
this engagement the Oneida participated 1n the
attack on the Confederate batteries at Chal-
mette, rmluclnﬁ them. On the 27th of April
she destroyed the obstruetions In the Mississippl
river, above Carrollton, Miss., and on the 15th
of Muay came In sight of Vicksburg, o demand
for the surrender of which was made by her
commander. On the 28th of June, when Far-
ragut attagked and ran the batterles, the Oneida
accompanied him. Bhe also participated In the
engngement which took place on July 15 of the
game year, when the Confedernte ram Arkan-
gassurprised and successfully J‘Wﬂ the flects
of Farragut and Davis above Vickshurg. Late
in the year she was on duty blockading Mobile,
when the privateer Oreto, afterwards Known us
the Florida, ran into the bay, Throughout the
war the Oneida was attached to the West Gulf
squadron, and although she was not eonaplieu-
ously engaged In the vaval operations which
took place subsequent (o 1802, she did good and
affective service.

After the war ceased, the Onelds went into
dock at the Brooklxn Navy Yard, where she was
thorough! ly repalred. In 1867 she was again put
in commission and ordered to the Aslatle
squadron, where she remained, crulsing between
the different ports in China and Jspan. She
glarted from Yokohama, where she had been for
several weeks, on January 28, bound for Hong

"Kong, and must have been sunk the same day.

Five Men ¥ &ld nod Others

A terrible boller explosion took place ab the
sawmill of Messrs. Beott Brothers, vear Adsms-
ville, McNairy county, on Friday last, says the

Avalanche of the 26th nit.,, which

Memphls
mnlrd in the death of five prominent cjtizens

of the comnty, named respactively R. F. 8colt,
Willlam Rose, Alonzo Holman, Frank Worden,
and William Carroll.  They were all in the
mi‘lne room at the time the boiler exploded,
and death was almost instantaneous. The body
of one of the nnfortunate men was hurled some
distance through the alr Into the woods, nnd was
procipitated with snch force aguninet s tres that
n portion of the skin of the face adhered to the
bark of the tree, Anotber had his head com-
‘;leuﬂy blewn off, and the others were so fright-
ully msngled that it was almost impossible to
recognize them. In order to show foree of
the explosion it may be etated that a plece of
the boiler weighlng four hundred pounds was
carried n distance of over five hundred
from the sawmill. In its e through the
trees it lopped off the limba as If half a doren
wood-choppers had been at work. The cause
of the horrible catastrophe 1s unknown. Mesars.
Beott and Rose were married men, and leave
widows and families to lament thelr untimely
losa. The other safferers were all nnmarried.
The sad accident hos created the greatest syin-
athy smong all classes in the community of
LeNuiry county, where the deceased were well
known 1o the citizens and highly respected,

CATHOLICISM,

Conncerntion of Bishep Foley - Imposing Cere-
monies nt the Boitimore Unlnndrnl.

The consecration of the Right Rey, Thomas
Foley, D. D., coadjutor and administrator of
the diocese of Chleago, took place at the Cathe-
dral in Baltimore yesterday, The consecration
of o Bishop 1s one of the most august ceremonies
in the ritual of the Catholie Church. The essen-
tinl rite by which the power of the episcopacy
Is communicnted is the imposition of hands,
with prayer; but as sald In the book of explana-
tions of the ceremony, b{; the late Arelibishop
Kendrick, of Baltimore, the preparatory exami-
nation—the delivery of the emblems of pastoral
authority, and the various other ceremonies—
forma whole which e at once splendid and Im-
preesive. The hour fixed for the ceremonial
was 11 o'clock A. M., but long before that hour
the Cathedrnl was densely packed in every part
with an expectant throng, who sat, some of
them, for five or six hours, including the four
hours during which the consecration, in its great
mass of details, was actually golug on.

The procession consisted of a cross-bearer,
followed by the acolytes: succeeding them came
the students of 8t. Mary's Seminary, about fifty
in number, the Rev. clergy of the other dioceses,
the Very Rev. Administrators of dieceses. Then
came Right Rev. Bishop Beckett, the Right Rev.
Bishop elect, the Right Rev. Bishops McCloskey
and Rosecrane, The Young Catholies’ Friend
Bociety, about one hundred and fifty in nnmber,
nnder the marshalship of A. J. Brand, acted as
a guard of honor at the archlepiscopal resldence
and durlog the passage of the clergy. On en-
tering the Cathedral the cholr, under the leader-
ship of Professor Gegan. with full orchestral
accompaniments, burst forth in a grand entres
march,

The large number of clergymen and others
participating filled up the sanctunry, and many
were forced to take seats outside the roiling.
The priests within the sanctuary included nearly
:h{l r.'l;ju clergymen from the different churches of

e city.

Among the clergymen present from other
citiee were the Very Hey. C.J. Carter, viear

eneral and oadminlstrator of the diocese of

hiladelphin; the \('t-r¥ Rev. J. J. Hayden, Very
Rev. J. O'Connor, D. ., Rey. . J. Blankensop,
N, J., and Rev. J. W. Gerdeman, all of Philadel-

hia.

The Cathedral was magnificently decorated
for the occasion, and the Baltimore papers are
full of details of the imposing ceremonles of the
consecration, the most impressive portions belug
the administration of the oath; the examination;
the proétration and laying on of hands; the invo-
eation of the Holy Ghost; and the anointing with
the Holy Chrism. The sermon was delivered at
1 o'¢lock, by Rt. Rev. Bishop Becker, of Wil-
wington, Delaware, and ocenpled about three-
fourths of an hour in the delivery. Bishop
Becker twok as hils text the 10th and 20th verses
of the Gospel of Bt. Matthew (Catholie version),
contalning the commisgion to go and teach and
baptize.

After the sermon, other ceremonies followed.
The eeremony of placlog the new bishop in the
eplscopal chalr was finully performed in token
of his belng made a judge and ruler, the Te
Jiewn was sung, the new bishop gave his bless-
ing, and the rite was concluded. The congre-
gotion was dismissed at about 8 o'clock. In the
evening, at 4 o'clock, Bishop Foley officiated
pontifically at Vespers.

Bishop Foley was born in Baltimore on the
6ith of March, 1823, He was educated at Mount
8t. Mary’s College, and after finlshiog his col-
legiate course entered the Seminary of St. Sal-
pice. He was ordained priest on the 16th of
August, 1846, and was sent to Montgomery
county os his first mission. He was subsequently
eent to this city, and after remaining here two
years was removed to the Cathedral in Balti-
more, by Archbishop Eccleston, where he has
teen chancellor, vicar-general, and administra-
tor for the last twenly-two years,

Thirty-five Thousand Dollars Lost te the (Gov-
ernment Through a Dinner to the secrelnry
of the Navy.

Mr. Becretary Robeson Is a jolly man. He
loves a soclal glass and a social talk with his
friends. He loves to do them services, and since
he bas been in the Department he has steadily
ndvaoced the interests of his hoon companions,
All men have their little failings. Rebeson’s
fuiling i& & good dinner, plenty of claret to fol-
low, and a sofficiency of walouts, and rather
broud stories, Bhortly after his elevation to the
Becretarvship bhe came up to New York, and
some friends who knew the man invited him to
one of Delmonleo's dinners.  Robeson aceopted,
ute and drank to his heart's content, told stories
and cracked jokes, and was duly applauded and
flattered by the compuny.
